Winter Fishing Often 
Produces The Largest 
Bass Of The Year 


When the thermometer drops and the winds sweep in from the 
north, most bass fisherman can be found in the coffee shop, tackle 
store or barber shop talking about going fishing when it warms up. 
A few fishermen, however, bundled up like they are headed for the 
North Pole, are bucking the waves in their bass boats and they are 
catching bass—big bass, 

If you have never tried winter bass fishing, here are a few sug- 
gestions that could be helpful, Begin with a very slow retrieve. A 
slow, deliberate lure presentation is often. the best way to entice 
strikes under winter conditions. It is almost impossible to retrieve 
too slowly. Just keep casting the bait to the spot you thing harbors 
a lunker. Don't stop with one or two casts, keep at it until you get 
a strike or, are convinced you have thoroughly worked the area. 

Bass are less active in cold water, so they position themselves in 
an area that provides easy access to deep water, exposure to sun- 
shine and a readily available food-supply. Since most lakes have 

y a limited number of these spots, the fish tend to concentrate in 
large numbers. Some likely places to find big schools of bass 
include bluff banks near the mouths of creeks, submerged roads, 
bridges, culverts and points.
